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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-16 are presented for examination. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

3. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 

Specification 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

6. The following title is suggested: Magnetic Recording Apparatus and Method of 
Writing Data in Low Temperature. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-6, 8-10, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Liang et al (USPN 6,574,061), hereafter as Liang. 

RE claims 1-3 and 8-10, Liang discloses a magnetic recording apparatus (see 
column 3 line 35; i.e., the disc drive 100) comprising: a magnetic head including an 
excitation coil (see column 3 line 67 and figure 3; the head 110 including an excitation 
coil 10); a magnetic recording medium (see column 3 lines 39-41; the disc pack 106); a 
terminal for receiving a recording command and recording data from a host device (see 
column 3 lines 56-64; the circuit board 130 is the terminal); and a head amplifier (see 
column 4 lines 1-10; the preamplifier 300); wherein the head amplifier, upon reception of 
the recording data, causes an electric current to flow in the excitation coil prior to the 
start of recording of the data using the magnetic head (see column 4 lines 1-23). 

RE claims 4 and 5, Liang discloses a temperature measuring means, wherein the 
head amplifier, if the temperature measured by the temperature measuring means is 
below a predetermined value, causes a current to flow in the excitation coil in the 
magnetic head after the reception of the recording data and prior to the start of 
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recording of the data by the magnetic head (see column 2 lines 7-12,28-30 and figure 3 
thermistor 318 and figure 6 step 222). 

RE claims 6 and 12, Liang discloses that the intensity of the recording current 
supplied from the head amplifier to the excitation coil is varied depending on the 
temperature measured by the temperature measuring means (see column 2 lines 10-12 
or column 4 line 67 - column 5 line 2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 7, 1 1 , 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure, lida (USPN 6,442,109) discloses an excitation coil in a magnetic 
head).
